Alexandria's First Enterprise..After
nearly a century of schemes, devised with wis¬

dom, and often carried out with sagacity, for
the bencfk of Alexandria, it may uot. be a use

less, as it certainly is uot an uninteresting theme
to er quire into som«; of the causes which have

prevented the /ail fruition of these magnificent
eudeavors.

Those there arc who decry Alexandria as

without enterprise. The history ot the mauy
and great works of internal improvement, sug¬

gested here,and oarriod out Dricuarily iu the in¬
terest of the town, will be*t refute suon sense¬

less chatterers.
No ordinary engineer made the preliminary

surveys of the trade rou es, designed to feed
the commerce of Alexandria. The oompass
aod the skilled eye of the "forcmo.-t man of
all the world" marked out, more thau a cen

tury ago, the main lines that were to make the
teeming West tributary to our advantage. Nor
up to the-bour of his death, did Washington
cease to initiate and to promote schemes lor
the benefit of Alexandria.

" The principal of these schemes, and the fir.-t
of Alexandria's enterprises was a plan fur mak¬
ing navigable the Potomac to a point as near

the Ohio river as possible, aod theuce a con¬

nection by canal between the two rivers.
Doubtless such a plan flashed on the mind of
Washington, wbeu he took his first mission up
the Potomac Valley, and thence across to the
head waters of the Ohio to Fort Du Qu-;sne.
But the busy scenes oi the French war, and
the subs.quent years of the Revolution, left no

time or thought for the arts of poaee. When,
however, Iadependcuce was st-cured, the plan
was renewed. Alexandria was then a town of
some2,000 inhabitants. without a paved street,
aod with few bouses outside the limit of Si.
Asaph, Princess, aod Wolfe streets. George¬
town was iw i linle villages near the mouth of
Kock Creek. Washington city was not even

on paper.
The plau took shape as "The Potomac 0 m-

pany," designed to improve the navigation of
the upper Potomac; and was chartered by both
Virginia and Maryland.
Ou the Srh of February, 1735, John Fitz-

goraid aod Win. Hartshorne opened books of
subscription lor the uew enterprise in the house
formerly occupied by the Sun Fire Company.
The Potomac Company Greeted locks at the
Great Falls in J793, which are s:i!l existing.
Even before the close of the last century most

of the obstructions in the river, from Savage
river to tide w iter, had been removed, and

navigation had been made possible at Hook's
Falls aod tbe Little Falls. It was four;d, how¬

ever, that to secure safe and smooth navigation
ou tbe river rapids a great sum was needed, and
lotteries were resorted to to til; the treasury of
the company.
Tbe navigation of the upper Potom;ic was

conducted in boats .-imilar to the present oanal
boats, and almost as soon as trade begau to

come down tbe river, it was found that George¬
town reaped the advantage, because many ol
the boats, especially in stormy times, were afraid
to venture out into the w de aod deep water

between Georgetown and Alexandria. Besides
this the Long Bridge had been built, aod was

then a bar to our comm.rue frouj above, as it
is now a hindrauce to tbe commoroe ol George
town from below.

Accordingly, in order to avoid both the open
wa'.er and the Lung Bridge, the Common Coun-
oii of Alexandria, in 1811, applied for, and ob¬
tained the right to cut a canal from the Poto
mac, opposite Georgetown, around the west

end of the causeway from Mason's Island to the
western shore ot the liver, aod iuto the arm

of the river that pusses around the western

side of that Island, and aloug the west side of
Alexander's peuiLSuia, and through any points
¦»f land between Ma.-on's Island and Alexandria,

Letter from the "Old Virginia Low¬
lands.

[Correspondence of the Alexandria Gazette.]
On the York River, Auk- 29..L ye au

cieot oity of Williamburg couid bo it ken up
aod transported to a corner of the Centennial
grounds ic would doubtless prove the greatest
curiosity there, aod present a picture ol' vener¬

able dilapidation, aod hoar antiquity, only
equaled by the excavated cities of Pom
peii or Hcroulaoeum. This immediate section
of Virginia, lying between the two rivers.the
James and the Tork. is by nature the richest
and most lertile spot of the State. The soil is
rich and inexhaustible, the climate several
weeks earlier thau iu the valley, the river yields
a buuutiful supply of fish aod oysters, aud toe

problem of where to live with the least exer¬

tion is solved here. Land is cxcoeaiogly cheap,
varying from three to tea dollars per acre,
with no purchasers even at that tigure. Before
the war the estates lying on auu b.tweeu the
two rivers were famous tor their siz. and pro
ductiveuess. It was a eommuu sight tu sc.- a

wneat field of a thousand acre?; the ripening
graiu reaching as far as the eye could see,
waving aud undulating in the breeze, like/the
billows of the ocean. The planters ieud care¬

less, luxurious lives, working lazily, riding fear¬
lessly, and liviug liberally. Their existatice
was an easy goiug ooe, aud ih-.;y were b;isslu:ly
lguorant of such a thing as addling their heads
or worrying their braius for a living. Jvj'jugh
labor in loukiug over their plantations to amuse
and interest them, aud they passed their lives
in the daily dischaige of pleasant duties and
elrgiut huspiiality. I'he wide luldiug doors
iev<.r stood upeu, and the frieuds, the traveler,
or the tramp, wouid uever be turned away.
The civil War has nu where made such a mark¬
ed change a- here, i'he fine roomy mausiuu
is out uf repair, the negro eabiDS have tumbled
dowu,and the fertile field? are now dense forest.-;
the negroes have all scattered, and labor is both
difficult to obtain and costly tu ijave. Here is the
Africiu's paradise; here be can live with Lut
little work. Buildiug his log cabin on the
banks ol the river the stream supplies him with
fish, flesh aud the bivalve.-. His little corn

patch gives him bread, aud his neighbor's hug
pen furnishes him with meat. In the fall,
winter aud spring, he can get teu dollars a w».ek
for oystcriug aud clammiug, aud, of eourse, the
faiin-.rs caDuot compete with the river trade,
ano the uatural cousequouce 1- that three-
fourths of the iand is iu the market at a price
thai is absurdly cheap. This region o.' all others
is the place for a German colouy, and a com¬

munity uf those temperate, frugal, industrious
people would er.ate a place uf surpassing
beauty aud wealth. It is not to be imagined that
eveu with this gloomy state of afLirs that hope
lies dead aud trust recliues inert in the Low-
lander's breast. He sull piou's ou and waits
with a sublime faith lur the extcusiou of the
Chesapeake aud Onio Railroad through his
vicinity. When Hie scream ol the iron ii-jrse
is h^ard, theu all Ins hopes will have full liu
ition; laud will appreciate in value, hordes ol
real estate purchasers will spread over the
couutry, his wood will be in demand, aud a

ready market lor all his surplus can be baj.
So he tulks, aod from thiuktug aud dwelling so
looic on one subject he really believ> s what he
says.

Standing in those deserted
streets with uol the sign of iile visibie, witu the
settini; sun castiuc it> declining rays ou the oid
bous.s, and weaving fantastic shadows ou the
mosi-k'r.'Wn walls and ivy ciad rools, one fuels
tiiat he is the iast man left iu the wreck jf
worlds, and stauds waiiiug lor this lone sptu tu
crumble intuuufaihunable aud uuendiog chaos,
the remaining atom of a vjnished u livcrne.
The giamour of other days ciugs lovingiy to
this old place yet, aod a solcmu weird silence
broods over the towu. Iu our magic new world
where cities spring up in a decade, and where
the pathless forest ol yesterday is tne populous
mart of to day, this ancient burg is a real
curiosity, for it is exactly as it was a hundred
years ag<, with no cnauge exaept tha» made by
the hand of time. The houses with their press¬
ed brick, their quaiut aogles, their quaint
dutch peeked rouls and mouldering pdlars
stand like the laudmaik of auother race for¬
ever gone.

I entered a largo houso, and found it deserted;
it was a type of many others there. It was of
that rambling roomy s yle of architecture so

suggestive of perfi'Ot comlort,founded upon com¬
bined ideas of diff.-rent people, that is seen in
many old maosiousufthe State. It wasduubt
leg* the abode of wealth, aristocracy and un¬
bounded hospitality in its day. The house wa*

strongly built with deep massive walls aud solid
timbers, aud seemed as if it was raised to bid
defiance to time itself, but the century of years
had told on its strength. The staiwart home
had like the strong man grown to be a deorepid
being, who clings to life long after his hopes are

dead. The windows are broken andshatrered,
the flior caved in, the hearthstone .-unk an 1
oeiliug falling duwo,leaving unsightly (dutches;
and decay had touched with its hoiry Soger
every space and every spot, leaving uoly un¬
touched the massive chimney which stood like
a sentinel amid the desolatiou of a moulderiug
home.

In the gathering gloom it seemed as if the
shadowy forms filled the space. The murmur

iog uf the summer wind suunded like the long
drawn human sigh, andstraoge shadows pa-scd
across the hall.
"All day in the dreary house,
The doors upon the hinges creaked ;

The blue fly ?ung upou the pane,
The mouse behind the mouldering wainsc >at

shrieked.
Or from his cri-vicc peered about;
Old footsteps iroi upou the fl tors ;

Oid faces glimmered through tue doors;
Old voices called upon him without,

He ouly said" *********
If those walls could talk what tales they

could tell of unstinted cheer,uot'nuuded wea'th,
and brilliaut display. What queenly formscl:»d
in satin and lace have fluted through the
ruums, visions of delicate beauty aud rare grace.
What erect figures of the gailaut mvu, iu their
showy, splendid costumes, have sauntered
through the spacious rooms, or murmured love
nonsense iu the little piuk ears of the colonial
maiden as she stauds iu the dreamy, half lit
conservatory, wiih the franrence of thcfLwers
fi ling the air, and ihe light of the room sil¬
vering the laodicape. All is gone now, aod
such is life. Tuc place where Lord Doumore
paid his devoir in his courtly stjle, and where
Patrick Henry visited in bis off i aud republi
cau way, is now the abode of bats aud uwls.
Vanitas,vaoitam.all is vanity.
The oid Rileigh tavern has disappeared. It

was burned dowo by a vandall in order to get
the insurance, which was never paid. The
powder house which Duumore seiz:d is still
standing, aud a hundred other obj cs of in

terest which L have not space tu mention.
I'he old

WILLIAM AND MARY COLLEGE

still stands, out its glory has departed, and
nothing but the prestige of its unce prou I
name remains. In spite of all reason and a.i
logic it stiil struggles to hold its own among the
institutions of the State. It was trie most uo
wise step the Legislature ever took, when it
gave an appropriation to this college. The
wisest thing the William aud M iry cau do is
to transfer all th . endowments an 1 lunds to the
University, or to L'-xioKtou. A Communw alth
ueeds but I wo institutions, the civie and mili¬
tary, aod Virginia has both, aud to try to di¬
rect the patronage to an obscure college is ab¬
surdity itself. The money expended annually
at the "William and Mary" is a large sum,aod

were it given tquaily between the two great
schools ot the U diversity unci Washington and
L»e College it w mid do tenfold more good, aod
nfl.*ci additional lustre on those Universities
The William aod Mary is practically dead to

day. After ten years struggle it is nothing
more than a large day school, and though the
trustees aud maoagers deserve great honor and
credit for their staunch aud gallaot combat tor
the school, yet, even they must be convinced
that the days of the old institution are number
ed; it has simply outlived all its usefulness.and
as a State college, ought to be abolished. 01
ourse the people of the vicinity don't think
so, but every visitor cao perceive the necessity
of the step, and we cmnot help hoping that
the comiDg Legislature will take some decided
steps in tints matter.

In this town of many hundred inhabitants
there is oot even a newspaper.daily ot wjekly.
Tl.e 01 aj irity o' people never read a paper ut

all, the news is passed from mouth to imuih.
as io the primitive times, and a good ta k *r,
with a vivid imagination, can live there sen

tree, aud hav-, like Mick, y Free, the ma of
the house, the whole yeai rouud. fhereisno
bar room, no tailor shop, no beer or barb'.r
saloons, no insurance office, uo lumber yard,
no photograph gallery, nor fire engine.-; uoth
ing that civil ze* a man, oi*retines the barbari
an; uo ward meetings, and it is scarcely :o hi-
credited, it hasn't either al'ilden or a Hayes
pole. All n possesses is the memory of our

ancestors, and wo feel like a potato, toi ill
best part of us is under the ground. From
this Deserted Village to

YORKKTOWN
is a pleasant drive, through the piuey woods
mostly, with here and there a saug farm, (.'urn
pared to the villages in this section, Yorkiown
is a bustling place. A steamer from Baltimore
stops at the wharf three times a week, there
by furnishing a re.';dy market tor the oyster.-,
fish uod produce. York liver is one vast oys¬
ter bed; the fi-hermeu plant the bivalves in the
spring, aud then lay on their oars until fail
when the oysters have grown iarge enough 10

oe gathered. This is a chilly place along the
historic banks ot the lovely York. Everybody
you meet looks as if his liver was «»ui of order
aud be had the jauudice aud dy.-popsa.
"Chills is bad this summer !" is the common
remark. No one escapes, they are as certain as

turnips, or as taxes, and according to .Mr.
Barkis there's nothing iruer or more certain
than them. It is a commoo thing tor a man to
shake bis boots off betore breakfast, with the
chill, and then raise the thermometer in the
house by the fever alierward. As a general
thing the Africans don't suffer from ague and
fever, which is the curse of Tidew aer Virginia.
